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THE COLLEGE AND THE CHURCH SCHOOL 


Reference has already been made in the Bulletin to the action of the 
International Sunday School Association in requesting the Council of 
Church Boards of Education to devise plans for the standardization of 
courses in Church schools which are offered for Academic credit, and to 
inaugurate a system of supervision of these schools, by the Christian Col- 
leges of the country. After careful consideration the Council decided to 
make such contribution as may be possible to this very important problem. 

In 1914 the International Sunday School Association, meeting in Chi- 
cago, called together representatives of the colleges and seminaries for 
conferences and these conferences became one of the most successful features 
of the program. The success of the Chicago conferences, together with the 
progress of the work in recent years and the prospect of advanced steps in 
the immediate future, have led to another series of conferences at the Buf- 
falo convention. The International Sunday School Association, the Council 
of Church Boards of Education and the Associations of Biblical Instructors 
in American Colleges and Secondary Schools are co-operating in these 
conferences under the direction of a special committee, as follows: 

Dr. Robert L. Kelly, Chairman, Professor M. A. Honline, Professor 
L. A. Weigle, Professor Charles Foster Kent and Professor Fred Meri- 
field. 

Two conferences will be held. The first will consider the matter of 
academic credit for Bible study under church auspices and the practical 
problem of standardization and supervision which will devolve upon Ameri- 
can colleges. The second conference will consider the questions of the 
place of religious training within the colleges themselves. Sunday School 
leaders are insisting that the American College shall make a positive and 
definite contribution to Sunday School leadership. These conferences will 
do much to tie the American Colleges to the army of Sunday School teachers 
and pupils.

GENERAL STATEMENT OF PURPOSE OF THE DISCUSSION: Since 
the International Lesson Committee was organized in 1872, there have been funda- 
mental changes in educational theory: education has become an exact science, and 
a special teaching technique has grown up around each branch of knowledge. The 
School curriculum is being rapidly made to meet the demands of educational psy- 
chology. The Committee on Education of the International Sunday School Associa- 
tion believes the time has come to recast the method of lesson-making, and the con- 
tent of lesson courses in harmony with the recognized principles of educational science. 
The purpose of the following discussion is to evaluate current practice in terms of 
recognized standards of curricula-making; to set out in bold relief certain funda- 
mental principles which should control all curricula building, and to suggest much 
needed changes in the organization and methods of present lesson-making bodies.

GENERAL STATEMENT OF THE PURPOSE OF THz DISCUSSION: 
“No education is complete which ignores the religious element. The religious element 
cannot be furnished by the public schools. Utilize it and standardize it as you may, 
the Sunday session of the church school will not furnish an adequate religious educa- 
tion for our people. These three propositions, if accepted, force us to a fourth 
proposition, namely, the church must have a share of the week days for religious 
education.” Several types of vacation and week-day religious schools have been 
tried. The following program will present the results of the various efforts to operate 
such schools. The discussion should aid in the formulaticn of a working program 
for the promotion of week-day religious schools throughout the country.

GENERAL STATEMENT OF THE PURPOSE OF THE DISCUSSION: 
Two things will be attempted in the following program: First, a discussion of the 
principles underlying effective community work in religious education. There are two 
methods proposed for co-operative work in religious education: 

(1) The democratic method represented by the International Sunday School 
Association which builds its programs upon the Christian citizenship of the local 
community. 

(2) The method of official ecclesiastical control of local community efforts in 
religious education. 

What are the merits of the two methods? 

Second, after setting forth the principles which underlie the plan of religious 
education proposed by the International Sunday School Association, this program 
will set forth the policy of teacher-training which the Committee on Education pro- 
poses for the immediate future. The entire topic will then be thrown open for dis- 
cussion. The Cominittee on Education of the International Sunday School Associa- 
tion desires the freest discussion of the principles and policies which it proposes for 
the coming quadrennium.

GENERAL STATEMENT OF THE PURPOSE OF THE DISCUSSION: 
The religious education of the American people demands trained leaders. The training 
of the religious leaders of a community is a community problem which can best be 
solved by the co-operative effort of the entire community. The resources of all the 
churches of a community must be federated and placed at the disposal of each of 
the churches. Three score and more American communities have successfully ex- 
perimented with teacher-training on a co-operative basis. Some high-grade com- 
munity training schools are now in their eighth year of continuous and successful 
operation. The International Sunday School Association has attempted to standardize 
and supervise this movement from the beginning. The purpose of the following dis- 
cussion is to gather up the results of the wide range of experimentation, in the form 
of detailed, concrete, practical statements designed to correct inefficient methods, and 
guide future practice.
